, admirable discourse which our Sa- 
4 delivered on the mount, _ Great mal- 
aude; we are informed, followed him trom 
jallilee, and from Decapolis, and from 
Jerusalem, and frem Judea, and from be- 
vond Jordan; and seeing the multitude, 
ie went up into a mountain, and when he 
his disciples came to him, and he 
gpened his mouth and taught them... We 
nay reasonably suppose this immense mul- 
\ude felt a deep interest in the instruc- 
ons of this divine Teacher; otherwise 
i ould not have been so anxious to 
allow him, amd listen to the gracious 
words which fell from his lips. A great 
majority of this assembly were destitute 
of a knowledge of the Saviour’s mission ; 
o: of eternal dife revealed to the world, 
rough him. Among them, the same na- 
ral ties existed, and with equal strength, 
which were realized among the Jews, and 
ail other nations. With them, as with all 
siher congregations, there were those who 
were undoubtedly mourners;—those who 
had lost their parents, children, brothers, 
sisters, companions and friends, la many 
instances, such were the prevailing cus- 
ioms, that, aside from their want of the 
blissful assurances of immortality, they 
were in a situation which drove comfort 
from their bosoms. At the loss of their 
inends, they were taught to take up the 
most hideous lamentations for many days; 
to abstain from all kinds of food; to lace- 
rate their flesh in the most cruel manner; 
in short, to render themselves as misera- 
ble as possible, Frequently were they 
thrown into despair, for want of something 
upon which the mind could rest, in times 
of grief and sorrow. They saw, and they 
dveply felt, that many troubles awaited 
them here; that with all created beings, 
ihey were hastening to the grave. When 
they looked forward beyond the curtain of 
lie, all was dark and uncertain as the 
events of midnight. No kind friend had 
opened to them the portals of endless day ; 
lieir superstitions and the legends of those 
eastern countries, had filled the mind with 
awtul apprehensions. Hence they were 
tossed to and fro and carried about with 
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fe every wind, except that wind which gives 
z comtort to the breast, arising from the as- 
and 2 surance of the divine goodness forever. 
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love of Jesus, therefore, are most clearly 
seen in those heavenly promises which are 
contained in his sermon on the mount, 
particularly the promise which we have 
chosen on this solemn occasion. 

What ought our Saviour, what could he 
have said, more consoling to this multi- 
tude than what is contained in these words? 
“Blessed are they that mourn, for they 
shall be comforted.” 

The situation and character of this peo- 
ple, rendered this assurance peculiarly ne- 
cessiry and important. The great object 
o! the Saviour’s mission could not be ac- 
complished without it. For the object of 
Crist in all his labors of love in the world, 
Was to reveal the character, perfections 
aud purposes of the Father, and to in- 
spire unlimited confidence in him both in 
lime and in eternity. How grand and 
sublime was this object of Jesus! To 
Kindle up in the soul, the lively hopes of 
immortality ! 

This text may be considered in unison 
wih St. Paul’s words to the Romans, viii. 
20,21, “ For the creature was made sub- 
ject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason 
ot him who hath subjected the same in 

ope, because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
‘lon, into the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God.” Here we learn that the 
“eature or creation, was subjected to a 
“ate of vanity,—and mourning implies a 
‘tate of vanity to all those who experience 
»" And it is equally manifest, that a state 
“mourning is as much in accordance 
with the designs of an infinite God, as a 
“ate of vanity. Indeed, our text assures 
's, that even in mourning there is a bles- 
he “ Blessed are they that mourn.” — 
‘ishere proper to remark, that every 
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more perfect state of existence or mode | 
of being, connected with a more perfect 
| knowledge of heavenly things, that the | 
creature who is made subject to vanity, is 
subjected in hope ;—in hope and assurance 
ofthis glorious object. And this resylts 
from the goodness of God. Here let the 
question be asked, what evidence have we 
that God is good? The answer to this. 
‘question will bring us, if we mistake not, 
to the same result as that to which the 
Saviour has brought us in our text. The 
only rational answer to the above ques- 
tion-is the following: The only evidence 
Ged has given us, which we can under- 
stand, of his goodness, is the gift of life 
and the perpetuation of happiness. God 
has, in his infinite goodness, given uslife; 
yand by that, same goodness that never 
/changes or diminishes, that life is perpet- 
/uated. Now, unless the life which is thus 
| perpetuated or continued, is productive of 
‘enjoyment, the goodness of God cannot 
be demonstrated. This at once connects 
the glory of God, with the happiness 
of his children. God, who is infinite 
in all his perfections, could have had 
no other motive in the creation of man, 
than to render that creation a blessing; 
_and, as we have seen, his goodness stands 
pledged to render it so, Notwithstanding 
\mankind are subject to pain, sickness, 
/mourning, and even to death; yet these 
‘evils, when compared with the whole of 
| their existence,dwindle into insignificance. 
\** For I reckon, saith one apostle, that 
the sufferings of this present time are not 
| worthy to be compared with the glory that 
shall be revealed in us.”? Upon the prin- 
‘ciples which we have laid down, (and we 
'deem them legitimate and conclusive, ) the 
| doctrine of annihilation cannot be true, 
umess the gocdness of God shall cease. | 
| We have seen that the goodness of God | 
| can be demonstrated in no other way, than 
| by the perpetuation of happiness. There | 
;can be no happiness in an unconscious 
state,or state of non-existence; therefore, 
the annihilation of a single rational crea- 
ture whom God has created, is impossible. 
| Let those who entertain such views, bring 
{them to this best of all standards, the | 
| goodness of God, and they will experi- 
|ence a mental cure, more valuable than 
|that of a withered hand restored to the 
most perfect soundness. But in order for | 
mourners to be comforted, when their chil- 
dren were called from their embraces, a 
connecting link was necessary between 
this life and another; between this mortal 
state and immortality. When Jesus deli- 
vered this discourse on the mountain, even 
his own disciples, whom he had chosen to | 
be his witnesses, did not understand that | 
he was to pass through death, to open the | 
gate of eternal life, and give an assurance | 
of a happy immortality. But this was a 
part, of his mission; and this he most 
faithfully performed. They heard his in- | 
structions, by which they were armed with | 
| fortitude to bear up under the losses and | 
crosses of the warld, They saw his ex- 
‘amples of constancy, firmness, meekness | 
;and benevolence; by which they were en- | 
| abled to rise above the world and all its fa- | 
|cinating charms. He sealed his dying 
| testimony with his blood; He arose again 
from the dead; He held sweet converse | 
'with his disciples in his risen state; He | 
‘stood before them, a fair sample and a 
| sure pledge of the individual resurrection | 
|of humanity, to endless life and superla- 
tive bliss. Here then, the connecting | 
link was furnished between the two worlds. | 
Well might he say, ‘ Blessed are they | 
that mourn, for they shall be comforted.” | 
And well might an apostle, who had a 
|perfect knowledge of the way of life, 
through Christ, exclaim, ‘“‘ For we know, | 
that if our earthly house of this taberna- | 
cle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands eter- 
nal in the heavens.” 

O, how benevolent and comforting is | 
the teaching of Jesus. Hear him say,— | 
“The spirit of the Lord is upon me, be-| 
cause he hath anointed me to preach the | 
gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to | 
| heal the broken hearted; to preach delive- 
/rance to the captives, and recovering of |

“Ler THE DEAD BURY THEIR DEAD.” Did 
oer Saviour mean by this, that children 
should pay no respect to the mortal remains 
of their deceased parents; that after a father 
had yielded up the ghost, his surviving off- 
spring should not even do so much as to com- 
init his body to the besom of the earth? Or 
did be mean to say, that, if interred at all, it 
should be buried by other dead bodies ? Such 
inquiries seem naturally to arise on reading 
the text, if by the word dead we understand 
the literal decease of the human body. If 
by dead, in the former part of the text, Christ 
meant a lifeless body, he must have said--let 
dead bodies bury their dead bodies,—which 
Rather than to 
represent our Saviour as advancing a senti 


is impossible and absurd, 


ment palpably absurd, or as requiring what 
is utterly impossible to be performed, it 
strikes us that we must understand the word 
dead in a sense different froin that above 
supposed. 

It is well known that the sacred writers 
not unfrequently use the words death, dead, 
die, &c. in an accommodated or figurative 
sense. Hence such texts as the following : 
“Thou hast a name that thou livest and art 
dead.” “She that liveth in pleasure is dead 
while she liveth.” “ Te be carnally minded, 
is death.” Carnal mindedness, a love of sin- 
ful pleasures, then, is called death, and those 
who are in such a condition, those who are 
not renewed and made alive by the power of 
the gospel, are said to be dead,—* dead in 
sin,” 

On the occasion: of the above text being 
uttered, it appears Jesug was about crossing 
the sea of ‘Tiberias, or lake of Gennesareth 
trom Capernaurm to Gadara. On his giving 
“commandinent to depart unto the other 
side, a certain Scribe came unto him and 
said, Master, I will tullow thee whithersoev- 
er thou goest.” Jesus probably being aware 
of the ambition of this Scribe, who was wil- 
ling to follow Jesus in the expectation ot ob- 
taining ultimately great riches and honor as

Tue Ricnr to Testiry. A writer, who 
furnishes sufficient evidence of profound le- 
gal learning, is publishing a series of num- 
bers in the Hartford American Mercury, on 
the subject of the recent decision of the 
Court of Errors in Connecticut in relation to | 
the incompetency of a Universalist to give 
testimony under oath. The effects of such 
an erroneous,.unconstitutional, and danger- 
ous decision are fairly and strongly portrayed 
in the following extract which we make from 
bis last nuraber. 


In cases of assault and battery, robbe- 
ry and all other criminal offences the law 
suffers the persons aggrieved to testify, 
and in many mstances they are the only 
witnesses to the facts. This decision, how- 
ever, annuls the statue so far as the Uni- 
versalist is concerned. Take him where 
no human eye can witness the deed, and 
you may rob him of his purse, you may 
visit him with every outrage in the inven- 
tion of villainy, and yet are secure. You 
may waste his property, violate his wile 
and daughters, and take his life even in 
the presence of others of his cast, and yet 
this decision protects you. The law per- 
mits every citizen to swear to his accounts, 
and to affirm or answer a bill in chancery 
under oath, but this decision would ex- 
clude Universalists from these rights.— 
Alltherefore, in this State who are honest- 
ly indebted to Universalists, may with im- 
punity say, ‘we will not pay you, for in 
courts of justice you cannot recover.’— 
The assassin now may lurk without dan- 
ger fur his prey, if but a Universalist be 
his enemy, The incendiary may stalk 
forth at noonday to burn and destroy the 
domicil of Universalists—he may fire their 
house of worship in their presence, and in 
the midst of their devotions, and, were the 
whole city to be laid in ashes by the means, 
this decision will countenance and protect 
him. Can it be said in truth, that this de- 
cision, which opens the door to evi's so 
numerous and so black, is consistent with 
reason, with humanity, with justice, or 
with law? If there be an individual so un- 
reasonable as to assest it, | would not crim- 
inate his motives, I would not revile his 
opinions, I would not insult his understand- 
ing, but I wouid pity his relentless preju- 
dices, I would draw the veil of charity over 
his fanaticism, for verily such a mind is too 
narrow to admit of noble and generous 
thoughts.

Those who were not 
willing to resign the pleasures of the world 
for the service of his religion, might well be 
suspected of not being capable of discharg- 
ing the duties due to his cause in the first 
age of christiunity. “Let the dead,” says 
he, “bury their dead”; i. e. let those who 
have have not espoused my cause, those who 
have not been awakened to life by the sound 
of the gospel trumpet, attend to worldly 
cencerns. Under the emergencies of the 
ease your duties require that you should 
Jeave to others the discharge of that duty 
and follow me even at the sacrifice of your 
own life. Your excuse is insufficient; for 
the duty which you mention may as well be 
performed by your friends at home who have 
not enlisted in my cause, while you who have 
commenced following me should endure un- 
to the end. 

Under the peculiar circumstances of the 
times when the Gospel was introduced, the 
disciples (or scholars) of Christ had to make 
greater sacrifices than are necessary fo make, 
or indeed cau possibly be made, now.

translated without seeing death, as that all 
men will be either miserable or comforted 
hereafter because this was the case of one 
rich man and one poor man. Nor, after 
l all, does it prove that the rich man was, 
or is to be, tormented endlessly, The | 
story ends by a 4ehial of his request to 
tare a messenger sent to his five breth- 
Yen. What became of him afterwards we 
know not, for on this subject we are not 
informed. Whether he is there now and 
there to remain as long as God exists; or 
whether he was annihilated; or whether he 
returned back again; or whether at last 
some kind angel of mercy were sent, to fly 
across the gulf, and carry him to the place 
which Lazarus occupied—ot either of these 
things we are entirely ignorant; for the 
story ends where we have already stated, 
and furnishes no light as to his condition 
thereafter. He, therefore, who would as- 
sert that the rich man was doomed to end- 
less torment, has no more authority for 
saying this, than another has to say he 
was annihilated, or that he was brought 
back again to the earth, or that he was 
carried to heaven. Even admitting, there- 
‘fore, that the account is not a parable, 
admitting it is a plain statement of a lite- 
ral incident, so far from proving that 
any other person ever was, or ever will be 
tormented eternally, it does not furnish 
the shadow of evidence that even the rich 
man himself was to be miserable forever.
